BALTIMORE. June 27. — Fairly 
shouting 
progressiveism, a 
rough 
draft of a platform, drawn largely 
by William Jennings Bryan, was pre­ 
sented today to the resolutions com­ 
mittee by the 
sub-committee 
in 
charge of its preliminary formation. 
The whole commettee met at eleven 
o'clock, following a midnight, debate 
and another early morning session 
today of the sub-committee. 
The 
rough draft presented today was not 
complete, but many planks are prac­ 
tically finished. 
O. K. Tomorrow 
Not before tomorrow is it expect­ 
ed that the complete platform will 
receive the final "O. K ” of the com­ 
mittee, and be reported to the con­ 
vention. 
The revolutionary program, 
suggested by Bryan, to adopt 
the 
platform after the nominations to­ 
day, gave the committee more time 
to consider the party battle cry. 
Two platforms are in process 
of 
preparation. 
Bryan and other pro­ 
gressives have control of the reso­ 
lutions committee by an impressive 
majority, but a minority platform is 
possible. Tammany’s platform so far 
has been ripped and broken to piec­ 
es. 
Most of the planks have been 
rejected. It is said. 
Similar fate was 
doled out to four or five other plat­ 
forms. 
From behind the locked doors of 
the sub-committee today details of 
the progressives’ victory in drafting 
planks leaked out. 
A flat declara­ 
tion for “a tariff for revenue only,” 
is one of the leading planks. 
Anoth­ 
er, limiting tenure of presidents to 
one term of six years. Is aimed for 
principal use against Col. Roosevelt. 
The tariff plank was not completed. 
It is to be the last to be polished off. 
The one-presidential-term 
plank, 
It is rumored, will not pledge 
the 
democratic candidate to its rigors, 
but will recommend

Other tentative planks are: 
Condemnation of the Aldrich cen­ 
tral bank scheme with recommenda­ 
tions for "safe and sane” remedial 
currency legislation; 
primary elec­ 
tions; direct election 
of senators; 
limited conservation of public re­ 
sources. but declaring for develop­ 
ment of Alaska; enactment of a gen­ 
erous workman’s compensation law; 
independence for the Filipinos; en­ 
actment of an "excise tax” law, or 
adoption of an income tax constitu­ 
tional amendment; parcels post ex­ 
tension; limiting court's power in in­ 
junction and contempt cases; estab­ 
lishment of a department of labor; 
advocating a "seamen’s relief” bill: 
against the “gag rule’,’ for govern­ 
ment employes: against competition 
between "free” and convict labor, 
and radical strengthening and 
en­ 
forcement of the Sherman anti-trust 
law.
